Improving Quality of Life

Increasing Access to Quality Health Care in

Deep South Texas
A critical area of concern for Rep. Hinojosa has been
Increasing access to quality health care for his
constituents. Deep South Texas has long suftered
from shortages in hospital beds, nurses, and
physicians. In 1994, the area was designated as a
Medically Underserved Area by the U.S. Department
of Health and Human Services. Rep. Hinojosa has
made 1t his mission to improve access to quality
health care in Texas’ District 15.

Since coming to Congress in 1997, Congressman
Hinojosa has brought millions of dollars in federal
funding to the 15th Congressional District to build
new health facilities, expand existing ones and
support programs that keep Texans healthy. Rep.
Hinojosa’s assistance has been key in projects such
asthe Driscoll Children’s Specialty Center in
McAllen, the Vannie Cook Pediatric Cancer Clinic,
Nuestra Clinica del Valle, the Shepherd’s
Community Health Center in Beeville, the Ramiro
Casso Nursing and Allied Health Center at South
Texas College, and the VA Veterans' Medical
Center in Harlingen.

Health Care Booms in the Valley

The health needs of Deep South Texans have
historically been underserved; over the last decade,
community health leaders have organized to make
real improvements in both access and quality of
health care in the Rio Grande Valley. The quality of
available health care has improved with new facilities
such as the Doctor’s Hospital at Renaissance and
Valley Baptist Hospital. Doctor’s Hospital at
Renaissance (DHR) in Edinburg, for example,
opened its doorsin 1997 and has grown from an
organization of a few dozen doctors to a state-of-
the-art hospital with over 3000 staff members in
2008 with a payroll of $137 million and 506 beds.
An economic impact analysis by UT-PA has found
that DHR contributed over $1.1 billion to the local
economy from 2007-2009.

As a result of the significant health care investiments
in the region, the number of health protfessionals has
taken otf. The number of primary-care physicians
in Hidalgo County has increased from 46.9 per
100,000 people in 1996 to 56.7 per 100,000 people
in 2010. Health care, as an industry, has helped to
bolster the region’s economy over the last decade.




Irrigation an

Water and Irrigation
The Water Resources Development Act
authorizes a variety of water projects and sets
national water policy. Congressman Hinojosa
continues to fight for passage of this critical
bill. He has requested the inclusion of several
projects including funding for the
Raymondville Drain project in South Texas.
During the past reauthorization he inserted
language to allow the Corps of Engineers to
not only provide technical assistance to
colonias, but to also help construct critical
water and wastewater projects in these
extremely needy communities.

In the 111th Congress, Congressman Hinojosa
introduced H.R. 1393 to amend the Lower Rio
Grande Valley Water Conservation Act to
authorize 15 additional conservation projects
along the Texas/Mexico border. The bill passed
the House on June 3, 2009. The bill authorizes
19 additional such water conservation projects.
He reintroduced the bill in the 112th Congress
as HR. 550. Congressman Hinojosa has
helped secure almost $40 nullion in federal
funding for these irrigation canal lining
projects in the Lower Rio Grande Valley. As a
result, several projects have been completed
and water seepage has been reduced by more
than 30 percent.

Ensuring Fair Flood Maps and Insurance
In July 2011, Rep. Hinojosa co-sponsored H.R. 1309, the
“Flood Insurance Retorm Act of 2011,” which was approved
by the U.S. House of Representatives. The reforms included
in the legislation will ensure the continued economic viability
of the National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP), while
phasing in mandatory flood insurance coverage ona more
consistent timeframe. These reforms will generate an
additional $4.2 billion of revenues over the next 10 vears.

During the consideration of H.R. 1309, the Committee on
Financial Services adopted an amendment by Rep. Hinojosa
that limited the mapping of flood areas to 100-year
floodplains instead of 250-year tfloodplains. Rep. Hinojosa
reasoned that if FEMA is not able to accurately draw the 100-
year maps, it should focus on tinishing the job and making
sure the current maps are complete and accurate betore
redrawing and expanding the map boundaries to include what
FEMA might deem additional lood-risk arzas. Had Rep.
Hinojosa’s amendment not been adopted, the mandatory
purchase requirement would have been inappropriately
expanded from the 100-year floodplain into inherently
flawed 250-year floodplain maps. His amendment saved
taxpayers hundreds of millions of dollars.

In 2001, Rep. Hinojosa fought successfully to get FEMA to
remove its floodway designation of Hidalgo County and to
revise its Flood Insurance Rate Map. Through this decision,
the area avoided the loss of over $1 billion in loss of rtevenue,
added taxes, insurance cost, business foreclosure, and
prevented economuc development.

Congressman Hinojosa has been working with the Corps of
Engineers to find ways to protect northern communities in
central Texas that are more prone to flooding. As a result of
his etforts, the Corps of Engineers is continuing its work on
floodmodeling in Goliad, Karnes and DeWitt Counties in
order to update the flood maps critical to safe comnminity
development.

Transportation

Transportation and Highwav Improvements
An efficient and modern transportation system is vital to
economic growth and to safety. Tratfic through the 15th
Congressional District has grown dramatically as a result of
the North American Free Trade Agreement. For example, 1.9
mullion trucks and 23.7 mullion cars cross back and forth
annually over the Texas /Mexico border in the Rio Grande
Valley. Yet there 1s no interstate highway system in South
Texas from San Antonio to McAllen and Harlingen to
etficiently move this trade and traffic north or south. Rep.
Hinojosa is committed to improving transportation
infrastructure throughout the 15th Congressional District
and has helped to see many overpasses in Hidalgo,
Cameron, and Starr Counties to completion. Rep.
Hinojosaalso successtully brought $5. 5 nullion in federal
funds to enhance the Valley International Airport in
Harlingen and $1.7 mullion for the South Texas International
Airport in Edinburg.

The new [-69 would allow traffic from McAllen, Laredo and
Brownsville, Texas to connect on a single route to the
Canadian Highway System via Port Huron, Michigan and to
the Mexican Interstate system. Congressman Hinojosa,
working with his colleagues, successfully obtained
funding for the Texas Department of Transportation to
complete the final engineering route studies for I-69 in
Texas. Already, work is being done on US 281 and US 77
to bring them up to interstate standards. Through the
stimulus funding, which Rep. Hinojosa supported, work
is currently being done on US 281 in Falfurrias, Ben Bolt,
Premont and George West so that it can become part of
the new I-69.
